Nor did he de- 
mist from bis perilous labor. until the tire burnt 
through the ceiling over Ids head, until the tim- 
bers of (he falling roof were thundering down 
upon the yielding floor above, until the frag- 
ments tumbling from fhe eves, rendered it hazar- 
dous to pass the-outer door, nor until the owners 
ofthe negroes employed with him, ordered 
them away, and his own son laid his hand upon 
him, mid begged with tears, that he should not 
■ gain enter the ‘laming ruinp. 

And where vvas his calumniator, P.o'aert Wick- 
affo? Folded in his mantle, and looking on at the 
distance of fifty yards, with as much calmness j 
and perhaps pleasure, as Nero viewed the 
flames of Home, which his own hands had kin- 
dled. While he whom he slanders and abuses, 
■was risking his life to save the public prop- 
erty, this independent statesman saw all sinking 
into the devouring element, without killing a 
hand for Ins. country. Indeed, his position was 
such, tii it it is diuhtful whether he did not hear 
the Governor call on the bystanders tor assis 
tance;sure it is, that unless he vvas wholly absor- 
bed m his own gloomy and hearties* reductions, 
be must have seen the governor, with his own 
bauds, drag out tnx after box of the public arms 
and deposit them in a place of safety. Wheth- 
er he heard or saw the Governor or not, the as- 
sertions hr. ha- made are the entire fabrication 
of his own brain, contradicted by every report 
that ever ci real atari Telative to the Governor’s 
conduct, and are another specimen of Mr. Wick- 
litie’s pi oneness, to assert that which never was 
for the purjw.se of destroying an able, honest, 
and independent Chief Magistrate, whom he de- 
dc.-.s. 

J have now unmasked the slanderer, who had 
received the plaudits ofollicial circles at Wash- 
ington, and exhibited the base motives by which 
he is actuated The history ofthe country rloes 
not afford an instance of calumnies so groundless

Fcllinn-Ctlitens: 

A lulu : to retire from the distinguished trust ti 
which I was elevated by your free suffrages gcu- 
erous confidence, 1 conceive it lobe my duly on the 
occasion to lender you my grateful and alieotiou- 
ute acknowledgments. Oircnmslanocs, imperious 
ip their nature, compelled me to decline a re-elec- 
tion, in opposition to -the solicitations of my too par- 
tial friends; but I trust they w ill do me the justice 
to believe, that while I persisted in the purpose of 
retiring, it was a strong necessity which compel- 
led me. / am consoled by the reflection, that I have 
not incurred any imputation of shrinking from duty , 
at the same time that I know my place, in any cir- 
cumstances, might be as effectively supplied. 

The situation of our government at home and in 
relation to (he rest of the world, requires no more 
than the faithful devotion of its public agents to the 
conservation of our institutions, and the vigilunce 
of the people in rendering the representative ac- 
countable to those by whom they were elected and 
on whose behalf they were chosen to act; and keep- 
ing a vigilent and liberal superintendence overall 
public agents. Onr institutions, based upon the 
v* ill and interests of the people, demand that the 
sovereign authority should be circumstantially ac- 
quainted with the true condition ofthe country, the 
measures which have been adopted id pursuance of 
■el the trust reposed in - those who act for them; and 
a lailufiil account of their stewardship, i f not freely 
given, should he firmly exacted. It is in compli- 
ance with my own sense of duty, that I now under- 
take to place before my immediate constituents a 
consise view of the public affairs, and -of the promi- 
nent circumstances which I deem interesting to 
them. 

Generally, at home we are peaceful and prosper- 
ous; in onr relations with other natiuns the pros- 
pects are not only peaceful and propitious to the 
prosperity of our own country, but to that of the 
new nations which form thegalaxv of Republics that 
characterize our new world. 

Those new Republics are at length at peace, af- 
ter an unexampled struggle for fifteen years, in 
which ttie sanguiuary character of Spanish warfare 
w as exhibited io the most brutal and remorseless 
forms; while the resistance has been signalized by 
unshaken courage and constancy, and a self denial 
that has not been surpassed in any period of history 
or by any people. A battle fought at Juntn, in the 
And es of Peru, in August, followed by another 
fought at Goaingainilla, within a few miles of Cay- 
co, the ancient seat ol tbe Incas, accomplished the 
total overthrow of Spanish power on the American 
continent. 

'1 he Republics of the New World may now be e- 
numerated as they are established and recognized 
by the first Republic of the New World, and as they 
will very shortly be by the principal governments 
of Europe, t hey are, 1st. Mexico, or the United 
States of Mexico — Cd. Guatunala, or the Central 
States, of Mexico — 3d. C olumbia — 4th. Peru — 511 
Chili, and Cih. La Plata, besides the signal bles- 
sings of freedom secured to the eighteen and a 
half millions which compose the population of those 
Republics, the bounties which K ey hold forth to 
millions yet tinhorn, contrasted with the gloomy 
bondage in which they grovelled under Spanish do- 
minion, we have the further comolemenl to our- 
selves, that as we led the way, we find in them al 
once emulators in the cause of human r.ghls, and 
fro nds wfio cherish the intimacy of onr principles 
and interests. 

It is not a light consideration, that in these new 
nations and their rich climates, there are resources 
lor our commerce, and for the commerce of allofh- 
cr nations, so ample and so rich as to render us in- 
dependent, if it were our desire, of all the com- 
merce of the rest of the world. 

Connected with this grateful subject, 1 must no- 
tice the arrival and reception of a tnan whose share 
in our revolution, and sufferings in the cause of 
freedom in Europe, render his name inseperable 
from ihe cause of liberty throughout the universe. 
You need not be told that the hero and benefactor 
of our revolution, Ots Lafavktte, is meant; a 
name lisp- J. by every tongue, and w hose character 
and name have united all hearts and hands io con- 
gratulating his arrival among us. Identified with 
theglory ol our common country while yet a youth, 
and consecrated in the hearts of every lover of vir- 
tue and liberty, he has been received in a manner 
worthy oi himself and ofa free people. He who sa- 
crificed his forttire and shed his blood in our revo- 
lution, w as the victim of Revolution in Europe, and 
here he found souls to sympathize and gratitude to 
estimate him who was our friend in adversity; and 
t had the consolation of giving my vote for an' ac- 
knowledgment froth our country worthy of him , 
onr cause and country. I cannot refraim from in- 
viting yon to consider tne’ arrival, the reception 
and the character of this venerated rmin; united 
with the glorious events of South America, and the 
moral influence which they cannot fail to have upon 
opr own country, but on the rulers of nations ad- 
verse to human rights and responsible governments. 

Thus placed on the flank of the Republican hem- 
isphere, our station, while it an thorizes a just pride 
trum the example we have given and the success 
with which it has operated, imposes on our coun-

•dilation. Ihe cause of mankind, the hopes of the 
world rested on us alone. Those who have followed 
in our steps rest now upon our example; and added 
to the justice and the obligation of maintaining re- 
presentative government pure and in progress to 
perfection; any act of infidelity to our institutions, 
and in violation of the rights of mankind, would 
tend to weaken the respect that w e have earned, 
and to shake by a pernicious example, the glorious 
hopes and confidence ol the world which wc have 
inspired. 

It is hotli gratifying and flattering to onr institu 
tions, that the henificeuee of their nature contin- 
ues to give new evidence of growing wisdom, the 
disappearance of prejudices, and respect fer the 
happiness of the people. N ew sources of uational 
wealth are oponing artoinr as well as abroad; aud 
the well known and universally acknowledged truth 
that we have, in haifa century, accomplished more 
than any monarchy has done in 10 centuries— pro 
inises to he progressively and equally true before 
the first century of our existence expires. Our 
slates daily approach each other; the wilderness 
and the mountains are about to disappear; those 
Who were the strangers of a three Weeks or a three 
■nonius travel, are now, not only themselves, but 
their products destined to find a choice of a thou- 
sand markets at home where none were to be found 
•before. 

The state of our finances present a prospect not 
less cheering. Onr revenue has been increasing 
during the last three years, and Ihe prospects pre-j 
sented to es are equally blight for the future; for 
after dr fraying (lie necessary expenditure m sop 
port of the putdic administration, national defence 
and internal improvements, there will remain a 
laiye surplus to he applied to the discharge of the! 
public debt, which by the estimates presented fromj 
the r inaucial Department will he accomplished in 
leii years. 

The pjhfid debt in 1817, amounted to $123,000-

Tile report of the Commissioners in reference to 
a national armory, to be located on the western wa- 
ters, w as submitted to Congress tod late for the 
present session, but will demand au early atten- 
tion at the next, ivhcn a decision is likely to tie had 
on the most advantageous scite. I have felt mucl 
anxiety on this subject and should have beet'll gra- 
tified to have partaken in the final decision. ’1 wo 
mi purtanfmeasn res have been adopted during the 
present session; one contemplates the inimedia 
extension of the great national road through the 
state ol'Ohio; the other, the completion of the Ca- 
nal, by which the waters of the Delaware and Ches- 
apeake arc to he united fur the purposes of naviga 
tiou. These kindred improvements successfully 
prosecuted, will so much facilitate the inleicourst 
and commerce between the remotest points ofoui 
republic, that the unioirwill be furtberstreogtlien 
cd and rendered as durable as the moral pow er of 
the people, and bid defiance to tbe ambition of tin- 
designing and tbe apprebcusion of external enmi- 
ty. The march of improvement at bonne is itself ar 
evidence of the march of mind, and while the peo- 
ple maintain the power that belongs to them, and 
are nut se-Juced to become their own betrayers, 
they have it always in their bands to exact obedi- 
ence to their voice and respect for their wishes. 

The reorganization of tbe supreme court of tin 
United Stales, a measure of deep aud vital inter 
est to the states, and which grew out of the dccis 
ion declaring our occupant laws unconstitutional, 
has been brought before Congress at this and the 
last session. It met with the profound and respect- 
ful attention due to its importance. So far as opin- 
ions were expressed it was conceded that the de- 
cision of the court was erroneous. I regret to say 
that the subject has not been accorded tliat prompt 
decision w hich was demanded by circumstances 
the most galling and inperiobs. tVhen lsi« n up at 
the last session, the plea of “too late in the session’" 
was successfully urged; -and the same reason has 
put it equally far in advance, i feel however, much 
consoled in the hope that it will finally prevail. The 
west has not adue proportion ofjndgcs on the bench 
of the supreme court. They are entitled to such 
weight from every consideration of justice, of poli- 
cy, propriety At safety. It is said by many men of 
high repute that the supreme court are in some re 
spccts a political as well as Judicial bod v and that 
they are to be considered the final arhiu rs-of con- 
stitutional pow er. lithe fact he, that such trans 
cc-ndant, ami I will say dangerous powers centre in 
(he judiciary, is it not much more important, yes, 
indispensably necessary that tbe West should be 
fairly and equally represented in tliat tribunal by 
whose decision tire powers of the state government 
are to he limited and controlled! Are the peopli 
tube told that the supreme court is the only tribu- 
nal, the only safe criterion, by which to test the 
constitutionality of laws? liy what miraclcdojudg- 
e* rise above tbe frailties or passions common to all 
other men? If they are so intalihle and possess 
such transcendent power, they are politicians above 
the control of any power on earth, for impeach- 
ment is a scare crow.

structive tendency to civil liberty. We need no 
sage toinforra us that the love of" power predomin- 
ates and rules the mind of inau in propontion as In- 
is responsible or irresponsible. Tbe post assigned 
to bun changes not his nature.

1 1 is ambi 
lion may be clothed in tbe pure" ermine of justice, 
yet when the. occasion olltrS", you will discover 
masked ambition aud passion seeking power and 
authority at all hazards. Listen to the warning 
voice of the-Apostlc of liberty, Thna. .?< ftvrson. 

‘-We already seethe pooer installed lor life, re 
sponsible to no authority (for impeachment is not 
even a scare crov) advancing with a noiseless and 
steady step to the great object of consolidat ion. 
The foundations are already deeply laid by their 
decisions for the annihilation of constitutional stair 
rights and the removal of every check, every conn 
terpoise to the ingulfing power of which themselves 
are to make a sovereign part, A;c.” It is in vain, 
yea idle, for any one to admit that Ihe people have 
the right to interpret their constitution, w hen in 
the next breath it is denied to them through the 
only constituted organ by which they express their 
opinions, viz; their Representatives. If the peo- 
ple were to collect together in their respective 
counties and express their opinions, such men 
would, as they have done heretofore, pronounce 
them a “mob.” 'i he people speak at tbe polls in a 
voice of thunder to those who would wrest from 
them their bard earned anS sacred rights. If the 
representatives err, the people can, ai d do, at 
once act upon them at the polls. If the Judges err. 
no voir e is heard to whisper complaint, under the 
penalty of being denounced as a disorganizes 
Freemen will not fear such denunciations. They

In deciding upon questions of private right, let 
the juJga be as independent a* he may he. Rut 
w hen he expounds the constitution, he touches the 
property of the people, lie should advance with a 
becoming respect lor that instrument aud be held 
amenable for unconstitutional decisions.

“Your supervisors, who superintend the col 
lection of your excise duties a*e appointed by 
the President and Senate and hold their offices 
under the constitution, not during good behav- 
iour. but during the will and pleasure of the 
President. The tenure by wl.i-lv he, holds 
his office is completely beyond the power ofthe 
Legislature and they cannot remove him. So 
tong as ho can secure the goodwill of thc I’resi- 
dent, he is to hold his office against the whole 
world. It is ys sacred, in relation to the au 
thority of Congress as that of a Judge. 
They both hold their office--, independent 
of the Legislature: the one during good be 
haiiour; the other during the pleasure of the 
President. It is uot in our power to remove an 
excise officer, so lung as his office Continues, any 
more than to remove a judge, so long as his office 
continues- The authority vested in us is enure- 
ty legislative, and has nothing to do with the ex- 
ecutive power ot removal) Yet, is there any 
man on earth can say that we have not a consti- 
tutional right to repeat the laws laying excise du- 
ties, by which the office of supervisor is created? 
And can any one say that we can remove the su- 
pervisor in any other manner than by repealing 
the law? \Ye do not contend tor the right to re- 
aiove the judge any more than for the right to 
remove the supervisor, neither of which we can 
do, each holding his office independent of us: but 
we alledge that the tenure by which either holds 
h%s office cannot prohibit vs from, repeating a I a:, 
by which the office is created." “For my own part j 
Mr. Chairman, I think no doubt can be entertained 
that thc power of repealing, as well as of enact- 
ing taw-, is inherent in every Legislature.

You shut the door against a re- 
traction of error, by refusing him the benefit of 
reflection and experience, fou deny to the 
great body of the people all the essential advan- 
tages for winch they entered into society.
